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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because of the following reason: 
The reference numerals and the figure numbers are not uniformly drawn. 
Corrected drawing sheets in con5)liance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the appUcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as ''amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed fi-omthe replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Burdgick 
(US 2004/02399040). Burdgick discloses an abradable honeycomb seal 42 having grooves 43. 
Claim 1 in the preamble recites that the seal is "for use between a gas turbine combustor 
transition duct aft frame and a turbine inlet". This is a recitation of intended use which does not 
define over Burdgick. The seal of Burdgick is deemed capable of use in a combustor transition 
duct aft frame and a turbine inlet in view of the structural similarity between the seal of Burdgick 
and the claimed seal Claim 4 hkewise merely recites the intended use of the seal. Regarding 
claim 6, see para. 0016 of Burdgick. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Burdgick. These claims recite ranges of dimensions of the grooves and the cells. These 
dimensions are deemed to be a matter of design since no unobvious or unexpected result is 



attributed thereto, and are therefore within the purview of one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7 to 13 are allowed.
